account of this skirmish in the following words: 

"Syed Ahmed and the Maulvi (Abdul Haye), surrounded by 
his surviving Indian followrs, were fighting desperately hand to 
hand with the equally fanatical Akalis of the Sikh army. They 
had been taken by surprise and isolated from the main body of 
the Syed's forces, which fought very badly without their leader. 
Even as i caught sight of the Syed and Maulve they fell pierced 
by a hundered weapons. Those around them were slain to a 
man, and the main body dispersed in every direction.... I was 
literally within a few hundered yards of the Syed when he fell, 
but i did not see the angel descend and carry him off to 
paradise, although many of
